MAY SOON REGISTER 


FOR THH), S, ARMY 


The following communication has 


been received by our county clerlv 
relative to registering for the army, 
ami as the letter explains itself, it is 
giyen in full: 
Madison, Wis., May 4, 1917. 


Mr Sam Church, County Clerk, 


Grand Kapids, Wisconsin. 


My Dear Sir: 
The registration of the male citi- 


zens of the state of military age will 
be. held as soon as the bill which ia 
now pending in Congress and which 
is known as the ".Conscription Act" 
will be approved by the President, 
which win probably be early next 
week. I am advised by the War De- 
partment that the President will is- 
sue a proclamation immediately fol- 
lowing his ^approval of this bill, or- 
dering the registration and stating 
the ages of-those who are subject to 
the. enrollment. 


It has been decided by the Wai- 


department that this registration shall 
be carried on by the election machin- 
ery of the state, meaning thereby the 
regularly appointed clerks and that 
the precincts shall be made the basis 
of the area, and that the registration 
shall be in charge of the usual offi- 
cers and shall be made in the booths 
or halls where elections are usually 
held. 
It will be your duty, therefore, to 


notify your election officers of your 
county in the same manner that you 
follow in regular elections . You will 
receive final instructions 
for 
this 


from the Secretary of State of Wis- 
consin. 
The necessary blanks and station- 


ery has been forwarded to the sheriff 
of each county by the order of the 
Secretary of War. 
Because 
of 
a 


change made In the method of secur- 
iag this registration the blanks should 
go to you and I have instructed the 
sheriff of your county to deliver <his 
material to you, and you are directed 
to distribute the same among the 
different precincts of the county* on 
the basis . of 
population and 
the 


prospective registration, in the same 
manner as you distribute, ballots or 
other election material. 
The legislature has passed a bill, a 


copy of which I enclose herewith, 
which, as you will note, provides that 
the expenses of this registration shall 
be paid in the same manner as the 
expenses of an election are paid. 1 
wish to say, however, in this connec- 
tion that the election inspectors will 
perform a patriotic duty if they would 
render this service gratutiously. We 
must all bear in mind that this is a 
matter that has been made necessary 
because of war and that the public 
expenditures will be large, and that 
every citizen should be willing to con- 
tribute his mite to the work that we 
have before us. 'I, therefore, ask you 
to say to the inspectors that while 
the town or municipality will pay this 
service if it is demanded, neverthe- 
less we shall look upon it with much 
favor if it is rendered without charge. 


I shall issue a proclamation im- 


mediately after the receipt of the 
proclamation of the President which 
will give further details. I write this 
letter to you today in order that you 
can make the necessary preparations, 
so that the registration will proceed 
promptly as soon as it is ordered by 
the President and the dates have 
been fixed.

FOR THEJ. S. ARMY 


The following communication has 


been received by our county clerk 
relative to registering for the army, 
and as the letter explains itself, it is 
given in full: 
Madison, Wis., May 4, 1917. 


Mr Sam Church, County Clerk, 


Grand Rapids, Wisconsin. 


My Dear Sir: 
The registration of the male citi- 


zens of the state of military age will 
be held as soon as the bill which is 
now pending in Congress and which 
is known as the "Conscription Act" 
will be approved by the President, 
which win probably be early next 
week. I am advised by the War De- 
partment that the President will is- 
sue a proclamation immediately fol- 
lowing his -approval of this bill, or- 
dering the registration and stating 
the ages of those who are subject to 
the. enrollment. 
It has been decided by the War 


department that this registration shall 
be carried on by the election machin- 
ery of the state, meaning thereby the 
regularly appointed clerks and that 
the precincts shall be made the basis 
of the area, and that the registration 
shall be in charge of the usual offi- 
cers and shall be made in the booths 
or halls where elections are usually 
held. 
It will be your duty, therefore, to 


notify your election officers of your 
county in the same manner that you 
follow in regular elections . You will 
receive final instructions 
for 
this 


from the Secretary of State of Wis- 
consin. 
The necessary blanks and station- 


ery has been forwarded to the sheriff 
of each county by the order of the 
Secretary of War. Because 
of

jag this registration the blanks should 
go to you and I have instructed the 
sheriff of your county to deliver this 
material to you, and you are directed 
to distribute the same among the 
different precincts of the county, on 
the basis of population and 
the 


prospective registration, in the same 
manner as you distribute ballots or 
other election material. 
The legislature has passed a bill, a 


copy of which I enclose herewith, 
which, as you will note, provides that 
the expens'es of this registration shall 
be paid in the same manner as the 
expenses of an election are paid.

LEWS' REVENGE RESULTS IN TWO DEATHS

Wo have seen how William E. John- 


Hdn's sensational raid of the Monte 
Carlo establishment In "No Mans 
Land" by Lewis, Killlon and Para- 
disc, resulted in the murder by Kll- 
lion of Garr, marshal at Caney, Kan., 
and lu Kllllon'a being sentenced to * 
life terml; In the penitentiary. 
The 


next tragedy that was to dove op out 
of this airalr'came swiftly. 
After his 


release from the short toim o im- 
prisonment which was meted out to 
LewlH tho "King" of No Man n Land, 
he vowed vengeance on Johnson and 
Kecler, the deputy who had aided n 
th6 raid, and sent word that he would 
shoot them at sight. 
In the mean- 


while he set up n livery stable at 
Bartleyvlllo, 


Lewis had had a worse career than 


his confederate Killlon. 
Some four- 


teen years previously he had been 
implicated In tho last train robbery 
that was committed In the Cherokee 
Strip 
A portion of the booty was 


traced to him. and Deputy Marshal 


ervatlous in the country, had no long- 
er power In Indian Territory. He had 
no authority to arrest Lewis. 
How- 


ever, he got two of his men to swear 
In deputies and go down to, the saloon 
that Lewis had immediately opened, 
and smash It. Oklahoma was now a 
prohibition state, under the terms or 
her admission to the Union.

Bootlegging in the Indian territory, 
suffering several short terms of im- 
prisonment, and finally engineered the 
Monte Carlo kingdom which has al-

Tho ofllcers duly arrived outside the 


saloon, which was running in full 
blast. Lewis, however, had got wind 
of their approach, and was ready for 
them. As they entered Lewis pulled 
a revolver and fired. The bullet 
pierced Williams through the heart, 
and ho fell dead across the threshold. 
Before ho could fire a second time, 
Fred Keeler had drawn his weapon 
and shot Lewis dead. 


Three men had now ciied as the re- 


sult of Johnson's raid on No Man's 
Land's Monto Carlo.

mediate connection.. 


Johnson's activities in the ''terri- 


tory and his Increased powers, whjch 
took him Into practically every state 
west of the Mississippi, bad thorough- 
ly alarmed the bootleggers all over 
the country.

in jeopardy. 
Traps were carefully 


laid, and gangs sought to ambuah 
Johnson and hlo deputies. 


One of the most zealous of these 


was Harry Sanders, who lived near

account of the zeal with which he had 
helped Johnson in his work. Johnson 
learned that the ruffians were on 
Sanders' track, and specially warned 
him not to show himself outside his 
door unless accompanied by others 
of the deputies. 
But Sanders, know- 


ing that the gangs were too cowardly 
to attack in daylight, laughed at the 
warning. 


"All 
the same, mind they don't trick 


you," Johnson warned him. 


A week or two went by, and Srnd- 


crs bcgn to think that the bootleg- 
gers had decided to lot him alone, for 
he was a handy man with a gun, as 
they all knew. One night, just as ho 
was about to go to bed, there was a 
knock at the door. With his revolver 
in his hand, Sanders wont to the 
door, and, before opening, asked who 
the visitors wore, and what they want- 
ed. Tho reply came in a volco which 
sounded like that of a woman, and 
Sanders thought that he recognized it 
a* that of a neighbor. 
He cautiously 


opened the door and peered round, 
having his gun ready, as he was still 
auspicious. 
He got a glimpse of 


three men, but the outlaws were too 
quick for him, and before he could 
fire ho foil with a bullet throuch his 
luad. 
Tho rumans at once made off, 


and it was not until some hours later 
that Sanders was discovered, upon 
the verge of death. 
Although shot 


right through the side of the head, he 
made a miraculous recovery, and 
lived to bring many more bootleggers 
to justice, but he was never able to 
discover tho Identity of the man who 
shot him. 


The shooting of Sanders was the 


beginning of a whole series of mur- 
derous exploits, In the course of which 
eight or nine of Johnson's men were

., Bowman, who was indefatigable.In 
hunting down bootleggers:

It was now the invariable, 


practise of Johnson's deputies' never, 
to go abroad except in twos and 
threes, but in spite of his Chief's 
warning, Bowman, who .was a man of 
exceptional courage, courted 
death 


alone on several occasions. Four boot- 
leggers constantly dogged.him, hoping 
to catch him and the elusive Pussy- 
foot together and "do them up." 


Bowman was shot at on three occa- 


sions, but he seemed 
tq bear a 


charmed life, and escaped without a 
scratch. 
On the fourth occasion: the conspir- 


ators laid their plans more success- 
fully. 
At dusk one evening Bowman, 


was riding toward his homa near 
Caney, Kan., after a successful raid. 
A report had been spread that the 
bootleggers who were dogging him 
had left the district, and Bowman was 
off'his guard in consequence. Sudden- 
ly a couple of shots rang out. Bow- 
man was unharmed, but his horse fell 
doad beneath him. Being an old fron- 
tiersman, he took refuge behind the 
body of the animal and replied with 
his rifle, hoping to scare, the cowardly 
ruffians away. 
Apparently they were 


resolved to get him, however, and 
two of the party, moving round among 
the shelter of some trees, pumped a 
hall of lead into the spot where Bow- 
man was lying, 


"We ultimately found poor Bow- 


man," says'Johnson, "with about a 
dozen bullets in him. The conspira- 
tors made no mistake that time." 


Another deputy, E. J. Sapper, was 


shot through the side of the head, 
like Sanders, and, like him, recovered. 


About the same time W. E. Strick- 


land while watching a train for John- 
son 'at midnight on the border, near 


fixtures''; and:, was. about toHeaye. 


wliei•>'• the1, mob .'• brushed. Lowe, aside; 
and surged 'Into', the place, surround- 
ing'1 Johnson, led''.by ; a "bad man" 
named' Dyce,.:of,.enormous build.and 
muscularity.

into Johnson's iface,;discoloring his 
eye. .Johnson;, knocked Dyce down, 
twice, and Dyce concluded 'that he 
had 'bad enough. Beer glasses and bil- 
liard cues began to fly around.John- 
son's bald head, and revolvers-were 
drawn. 
In another moment Johnson 


•would have been put out of exist- 
ence. 
But snatching up one of. the 


billiard cues, he laid about him with 
force cracking half a dozen heads 
and clearing a little space about him. 
At this Juncture Lowe managed to 
effect'an entrance and knocked up a 
revolver which was thrust into John- 
son's face, in the-nick of time. A .min- 
ute, later Johnson,: with his-billiard 
cue, was driving the flock of Towdles 
like sheep before him.. Within an 
hour of this occurrence news of John- 
son's death was being spread In every 
Oklahoma city; 


"I'll always telephone in when Im 


.killed," Johnson explained to an In- 
quiring newspaper reporter. 


In connection with the killing and 


wounding of Johnson's deputies may 
be mentioned the attack on Orner U, 
Lewis, though his death occurred, like 
that of Charley Escalante, one of John- 
son's brave Indian deputies, at a-later 
period. 
At Arloe, Mont., Lewis met 


a bootlegger who had recently come 
out o!f jail, to which Lewis had con- 
signed him. 
The bootlegger had had 


plenty of time to fill himself with bis 
own medicine, and instantly attacked 
Lewis with a formidable dagger. Un- 
fortunately Lewis had not. his re- 
volver with him. Drawing his sheath- 
knife, he tried 
to defend 
himself 


against the man's vicious thrusts, but 
It was an unequal fight, for Lewis'was 
a small man, while the bootlegger 
was of huge physique, as may be seen

However, one of .the bootleggers to 


whom Lincoln wrote, happened to be 
.under heavy obligations . to one of 
Johnson's men, wrote to him, revealing 
.the conspiracy. Johnson was to be fol- 
lowed night and day until the opportu- 
nity, for bis .assassination presented 
itself. 
Johnson put the matter in the 


hands of his most, trusted deputies- 
he has never taken action In the 
courts in self-defense—and gave the 
matter no further thought. 


Of all the regions most notorious 


for cold-blooded murder and outlawry 
the palm might, have been awarded, 
in 1907, to that section of Oklahoma 
centering about the little town of 
Porum. 


This section was dominated In 1907 


!by two young outlaws, named Eugene 
and Ben Titsworth. and their gang 
intimidated.the entire district. John- 
sen thought this part of the country 
needed cleaning up, and he, took, the 
task in hand, accompanied by Dr. E. 
J. Sapper, who, besides being his dep- 
uty, 
was also a United States deputy 


marshal. 


The Tltsworths bad a "blind tiger" 


and gambling layout in the woods, 
near a railway construction camp at 
McMurray Crossing, where the ig- 
norant Italians were constantly fleeced 
of their wages after being made drunk 
on the vilest of spirits. 
Johnson and 


Sapper made a night raid upon the 
Titsworth haunt, which was being run 
by Eugene. They reached McMurray's 
Crossing at midnight in a raging thun- 
derstorm, and found the place filled 
with drunken men. 
As Johnson ap' 


peared at the door there' was a wild 
stampede, but Sapper held the en- 
trance while Johnson, having .demol- 
ished the stock In trade with his axe, 
placed Eugene TItswortb under arrest 
and drove off through the rain. 


Titsworth made his escape 
from 


jail, but Johnson took up the pursuit 
again, and caught him after a long 
chase, and finally landed him in jail 
at Muskogee. 


Then he made a descent unon'Ben 


TItsworth's drinking and gambling 
haunt at Warner, Ja a wild bection 
of" the country' near Muskogee. 
He 


went alone this time, into the most 
lawless part of the Territory, and 
single-handed raided TItsworth's place, 
smashed the fixtures, arrested him. 
and took him a prisoner to Fort 
Smith. 


While in jail there Ben Titsworth. 


who was involved in tho conspiracy, 
made the acquaintance of a man 
named Patman, and suggested that 
they should try to earn the $3,000 for 
killing Pussyfoot. 


On his release from prison Ben 


Titsworth went back to Porura, his 
home town, and made a murderous as- 
sault upon a young man whom he 
charged with having given information 
to Johnson that resulted in his ar- 
rest 
Johnson went after Tltsworth 


again, alone..and in a furious rough- 
and-tumble fight, took away his revol- 
ver, handcuffed him, and then brought 
him a prisoner to Muskogee, 40 miles 
away. 
Patman was waiting near by to as- 


sassinate Johnson, but hi's nerve failed 


him.

Ben Titsworth broke jail and re- 


turned again to his olu haunts near 
Porum where on the occasion of a 
Fourth 'Of July picnic, he again de- 


the law by setting up a bar 


spiked elder."

The liquor was destroyed, 
and tho horses were confiscated and 
sold.

Soon afterward John Morrison, who 


divided his time as Johnson's deputy 
and as village marshal for Sasakwa,' 
received 'news of ; a .gang near the 
settlement, which was. said to, have 
robbed a post office safe. 
He set out 


in pursuit of them, and, on the way, 
encountered another officer. The two 
men decided to wait In ambush until 
the negroes returned, as it was evi- 
dent that they were on the way to 
Violet, a town just across,the Okla- 
homa line, and would return with 
liquor. 
On their return the two offi- 


cers stopped into' the road and or- 
dered the men to halt, ' The negroes 
whipped up their team, and 1 one of 
them, swinging round, shot Morrison 
killing him instantly.' 


As soon as'the news became known 


a posse was formed and set put to 
pursuit 
A regular battle followed 


resulting lu the death of'L. P. Dixon 
of Shawnee, and ' of a bootlegger. 
Finally the.gang was rounded up and 
the loaders 'were captured and placed 
in jail. 
" ' ' • '

It was In the town of .Chelsea that 


the ruffians nearly got Johnson,, He 
Bad entered the "joint" of. a man 
named,Edmoridson with Deputy Ww 
but, as the crowd'was very'threaten 
ing In its demeanor, he. left Lowe .out- 
side to hold .the door, ;a'nd went Into 
the barroom alone,: In , his customary 
manner. He smashed tho .liquor arid-. 


in

which shows the ruffian and Lewis 
side by side just after the arrest bad 
been made. ' Several of Lewis friends 
came up, but they were afraid of 
shooting for fear of bitting Lewis. 
Whllo they hesitated the bootlegger 
felled Lewis to the ground and thrust 
his dagger through his throat. Before 
he could Inflict further Injury the man 
was caught and pinioned. The dagger 
had pierced the larynx, but subse- 
quently 
Lewis 
made a recovery, 


though he lost the use of his voice 
permanently. 


That Johnson won the admiration 


and affection of his men is shown 
Irom the fact that his deputies found 
time, in t.he-)thick of fighting, to sur- 
prise him with the gift of a magnifi- 
cent gold watch. • 


"The chase of a chipmunk," said 


Johnson to them, "may be sport In a 
small way. 
The pursuit of a bear or 


a tiger is still higher game, but the 
hunting down of armed and wily crim- 
inals,' who prey upon the laws of our 
country—the men who make their liv- 
ing in crime and in preying upon the 
appetites and passions of their fellow- 
men, 
is sport of the highest possible 


order." 


Thus far, then,,In spite of numerous 


murders, the outlaws had failed to 
murder Johnson. 
Now they set about 


their endeavor In a more systematic 
manner. A price of $3,000 was placed 
on Johnson's head. 
' "That was tho time," he says, "when 
I did not expect to get through. It 
lasted for six months. 
Of course I 


was shot at some, but I used always 
to sit on the last seat In the rail- 
way, cars, so.that I had everybody in 
front of me, and in the restaurants'. I 
always 'got into •& corner with my 
back against the wall. When I was 
in. the street,' If I heard anyone be- 
'hind 'me—well, I.just linod;up against 
the wall -till he had passed,_ keeping 
a mighty close eye on him the while." 
• The leading spirit and initiator of 
the 'plan to get Johnson by the offer 
of the'big reward was, a man named 
j, .D. Lincoln, 
He had been a black- 


'smlth at the little town of Byars, 
near Pauls Valley,; 'and had ' run ,a 
'.'blind tiger'! there, which Johnson had 
put. 
out .of'business. 
Lincoln, who 


was'V great, .brooding,- silent man, uni- 
'versally , shunned 'on account of his 
•niofoseness, conceived a violent hatred 
for, Johnson after'the smashing, of his 
shebeen. 
In his distorted brain he 


evolved tho scheme for getting a man 
to. mafco "sure'Of putting, Johnson out 
of .the"way.-''He-, put his. suggestion 
before a. number of bootleggers. a]j 
through 'the country' by letter, boldly 
detailing his plan's and asking ; for 
financial assistance.- Several of them 
were believed to. have complied,' for 


Hearing of this Sapper and Sam Rob- 
erts went down to raid the place. In 
the ensuing scuffle Patman shot Rob- 
erts killing him instantly, and shot 
Sapper through the head, not mor- 
tally, however. 
, 
Patman subsequently turned state s 


evidence against the Titsworths. after 
the gang had been hunted down and 
arrested. However, Eugene Titsworth 
was found not guilty, and the jury 
was hung in the case of Ben. 
The 


breaking up of this gang disheartened 
the bootleggers, and no'more attempt 
was made to murder Johnson.

raised in June delay, their departure 
for Europe until the following spring, 
expectation will bo disappointed. Our 
troops will receive a large part of their 
training just back of the lines both on 
the East and West In Europe, for there 
is no thought that American soldiers 
are to conline their activities solely 
to the fields in France. 


There are 50,000 American soldiers 


ready today for the final training with- 
in sound of the firing in Europe. Two 
months In such places as the British 
troops trained for the fight will pre- 
pare at least two American divisions 
for actual conflict. The men compris- 
ing these divisions know all the pre- 
liminary game. 


Men with military knowledge appre- 


ciate the fact 'that If green troops are 
given a year's training in America be- 
fore being sent to the front, they will 
have overstayed their time by half a 
year. Military lessons learned during 
the present war and in part during pre- 
vious wars, If they are put to service 
as they will be, will result In the quick 
dispatch of a small -but effective or- 
ganization to the European battlefields, 
added to from time to time by other 
increments as they are prepared for 
the final training for battle. 


Would Not Send All at Once. 


No one ought to be led to believe 


that the United States Intends to raise 
a million men and to send them across 
the water all at once, thereby inviting 
sea disaster on a huge scale and de- 
laying the participation of American 
troops In the battle game until It may 
be too late for them to be of saving 
service. 


From time to time during the nest 


year, if war shall continue, the coun- 
try can expect to see detachments of 
American 
troops 
sent 
successively 


across the water under convoy. Many 
of the men who will enter the service 
have seen previous military training. 
They will be ready for the last train- 
Ing back of the lines far in advance of 
the men who never before have toted 
a rifle or executed a "squad right." 


Can Supply the Ammunition. 


There is the matter, of course, of 


the supply of troops and it may be said 
that If we send men over we ore in 
n condition to keep the limber chests 
and the caissons of the artillery filled 
with shells and the belts of the Infan- 
try and of the machine guns filled with 
cartridges. The United States is in a 
condition today to supply the neces- 
sary ammunition, and more of It as the 
need arises to a considerable force of 
men. 
If 50,000 troops go to Europe within 


a month, as Is likely, they will not 
want for supplies of every kind so 
long as the lanes of approach can be 
kept open, and this x>ur navy unques- 
tionably can attend to. 


Prior to the sending of a second 


expedition there will be ample time to 
provide its equipment and a continu- 
ous flow of ammunition. Our factories 
are In'good shape, not only to supply 
quickly American needs but allied 
needs. When the men are ready they 
will go and It will not take as long 
to make them ready as some people 
seem to believe. 


Absolutely green troops roust be 


taught "the school of the soldier," 
obedience,' self-reliance, guard duty, 
company and battalion drill before 
they are sent aboard, but this can be 
done In four months time. 
With a 


supplementary training of from two to 
three months under semi-battle condi- 
tions In France or with the Russians 
on 'the eastern fcont, these men will be" 
ready for the fighting line and in less 
time than most Americans seem to 
think Is to be needed to give them their 
preliminary drills in this country. The

There seems to be little fear in 


Washington that these vessels will not 
do their duty up to the handle, and lit- 
tle greater fear that one of them will 
not be able to cope with a submarine 
If it appears above the surface to give 
battle. One of our coast guard ves- 
sels can stand a good many shells 
without going to the bottom unless, of 
course, one of the projectiles shall hit 
a vital place below the water line. 


When It is traveling on the surface 


a submarine uses its guns, and not its 
torpedo tubes, which are for service 
under water. While the coast guard 
vessel can stand up after being wound- 
ed, such Is not the case with the sub- 
marine, for the U-boat is a frail crea- 
ture and one small projectile well 
placed will do for It, Moreover, slow 
as the cutters are they can make as 
good time as the average submarine 
can make when traveling on the sur- 
face. The speed of a submarine un- 
der the water is four or live knots less 
than when traveling above it.

sen-ice Jtoday before long will be wear- 
ing the stars of a brigadier or major 
general.

Wo have soon how William E. John- 


Hem's sensational raid of tho Monte 
Carlo establishment In "No Man's 
Land" by Lewis, Kllllon and Para- 
dise, resulted In the murder by Kll- 
lion of Garr, marshal at Coney. Kan., 
and in KHllon's being sentenced to a 
life term In the penitentiary. 
Tho 


next tragedy that waa to develop out 
oC this affnlr'camo swiftly 
After hlu 


release from the short toun of Im- 
prisonment which was meted out to 
Lewis, tho "King" of No Mau'd Land, 
he vowed vengeance on Johnson and 
Kecler. tho deputy who luul aided in 
the raid, and sent word that ho would 
shoot them at sight 
In the moan- 


while he set up a livery stable at 
iiartleyvlilo. 


Lewis had had a worse career than 


his confederate Kllllon. 
Some four- 


teen years previously ho had boon 
implicated in tho last train robbory 
that was committed In the Cherokee 
Strip. 
A portion of tho booty was 


traced to him, and Deputy Marshal 


crvatloiiB in the country, had no long- 
er power In Indian Territory. He had 
no authority to arrest Lewis. 
How- 


ever, ho got two of his men to swear 
In deputies and go down to the saloon 
that LewlB had immediately oponed, 
and smash it. Oklahoma was now a

Ha vas next heard of In Arkansas 


from which state he made a hasty 
departure on account of a charge ol 
bigamy that was brought against him 
He went to Colorado, assumed another 
name, and actually became a deputy 
United States marshal, In which ca 
racity ho killed a man 
Lewla was 


tried, but acquitted. 
Subsequent to 


that he robbed tho Wells-Fargo ex 
press company at Cripple Creek, anc 
was sent to the penitentiary for a 
term of eight years. 
After bin ar 


'•cst he confined his operations to 
bootlegging In tho Indian tprrltory 
shot him. 


Buttering several short terms ot im 
prisonment, and finally engineered th' 
Monte Carlo kingdom which has a!

minate in a short time, as soon an 
tho impending statehood watt given 
to Oklahoma, and, with tho redoubta- 
ble Pussyfoot out of tho way, ho cal- 
culated that hla scheme would work 
out to a nicety. 
His hatred for John- 


son arose in tho main from the 
knowledge that ho was Impotent to 
sell liquor so long as JohnHon was In

Yet, whether he really 


meant to kill him or not, ho was at 
the same time sending threatening let- 
tors to Deputy Marshal Thomas, say- 
ing that ho Intended to have his life 
also. 
As a matter of fact, the man 


he killed had uo quarrel with him. 


When Johnson learned that ho was 


to be killed he was greatly Interested. 
Ho had never been killed, and ho 
war.tod to give- towlg u chanco of 
making good on his throat, for John- 
son is emphatically a fair man. Nor 
has Johnson ever takon a life.

was riding toward his home near 
Caney, Kan., after a successful raid. 
A report had been spread that the 
bootleggers who were dogging him 
had left tho district, and Bowman was 
off his guard in consequence. 
Sudden- 


ly a couple of shots rang out. Bow- 
man was unharmed, but his horso fell 
doad beneath him. Being an old fron- 
tiersman, he took refuge behind tho 
body of the animal and replied with 
his rlilo, hoping to scare the cowardly 
rufllans away. 
Apparently they were 


resolved to get him, however, and 
two of tho party, moving round among 
tho shelter of some trees, pumped a 
hail of lead into the spot where Bow- 
man was lying. 


"We \iltlnifitely found poor Bow- 


man," soya Johnson, "with about a 
dozen bullets In him. The conspira- 
tors made no mistake that time." 


Another deputy, E, J. Sapper, was 


shot through the side of the head, 
like Sanders, and, like him, recovered. 


About the samo time W. E. Strick- 


land, while watching a train for John- 
son at midnight on the border, near 


tne fixtures, and was about to leave 
wuou the' mob brushed Lowa aside 
and surged into the place, Burt'Oijml- 
ing Johnson, led by a "bad man" 
named Dyce, of enormous build and 
muscularity. 
Dyce thrust iilu fist 


Into Johnson'B .face, discoloring his 
eye. 
Johnson knocked Dyce down 


twice, and Dyce concluded that he 
had had enough, Beor glasses and bil- 
liard cues began to fly around John- 
son's bald head, and revolvers were 
drawn. 
In another moment Johnson 


•would have been put out of exist- 
ence. 
But snatching up one of the 


billiard ,cuea, he laid about him with 
force, cracking half a dozen heads 
and clearing a little space about him. 
At this Juncture Lowe managed to 
effect an entrance and knocked up a 
revolver -which was thrust into John- 
son's face, In the nick of time. A min- 
ute later Johnson, with his billiard 
cue, was driving tho (lock of rowdies 
like snoop before him. 
Within an 


hour of this occurrence news of John- 
son's death was being spread In every 
Oklahoma city. 


"I'll always telephone In when I'm 


killed," Johnson explained to an In- 
quiring newspaper reporter. 


In connection with tho killing and 


wounding of Johnson's deputies may 
be mentioned the attack on Orner L, 
Lewis, though his death occurred, like 
that of Charley Escalante, one of John- 
son's brave Indian deputies, at a later 
period. 
At Arloo, Mont., Lewla met 


a bootlegger who had recently come 
out oK Jail, to which Lewis had con- 
signed him. 
Tho bootlegger had had 


plenty of time to fill himself with his 
swn medicine, and instantly attacked 
Lewis with a formidable dagger, 
Un- 


fortunately Lewis had not his re- 
volver with him. Drawing his sheath- 
knife, ho tried to 
dn.fend 
himself 


against the man's vicious thrusts,' but 
It was an unequal fight, for Lewis was 
a small man, while tho bootlegger 
was of huge physique, as may be seen 


gors had decided to lot him alone, for 
lie was u handy man with a gun, as 
they all know. Ono night, just as ho 
was about to go to bod, there was a 
knock at tho door, With his revolver 
In his hand, Sunders wont to tho 
door, and, before opening, asked who 
tho visitors wore, and what they want- 
ed.

right through tho side of the head, he 
made a miraculous recovery, and 
lived to bring many more bootleggers 
to Justice, but ho was never able to 
discover tho Identity of tho innn who 


The shooting of Sanders was the 


beginning of u whole series of mur- 
derous exploits, in tho course of which 
eight or nine of Johnson's men were 


tiio $H,000 was duly collected 
amusing, though grim, (nature of this 
scheme was that when u d/'nuiy whr 
somewhat resembled Johnson was 
and killed in mistake for him, the 
money was actually paid over, and 
hall' of It had been squandered on u 
wild orgy of dissipation before the 
mistake was discovered, 
|' 


However, ono of tho bootleggers to 


whom Lincoln wrote, happened to bo 
under heavy obligations to one of 
Johnson's man, wrote to him, revealing 
the conspiracy. Johnson was to be fol- 
lowed night and day until the opportu- 
nity for his assassination presented 
Itself. 
Johnson put the matter In the 


hands of his most trusted deputies— 
he has never taken action In the 
courts in self-defense—and gave the 
matter no further thought. 


Of all the regions most notorious 


tor cold-blooded murder and outlawry 
the palm might have been awarded, 
In 1907, to that section of Oklahoma 
centering about the llttlo town of 
ljorum. 


This swtlon was dominated In 1907 


by two young outlaws, named liiugene 
and I3on Tltsworth, and their gang 
Intimidated tho entire district. John- 
s»n thought this part of tha country 
needed denning up, and he, took the 
task In hand, accompanied by Dr. E. 
J, Sapper, who, besides being his dep- 
uty, was also a United States deputy 
marshal. 


The Tltsworths had a "blind tiger" 


and gambling layout In the woods, 
near a railway construction camp at 
McMurray Crossing, where tho ig- 
norant Italians were constantly fleeced 
of their wages after being made drunk 
on the vilest of spirits, 
Johnson and 


Sapper made a night raid upon the 
Tltsworth haunt, which was being run 
by Eugene. They reached McMurray'a 
Crossing at midnight In a raging thun- 
derstorm, and found the place filled 
with drunken men. 
As Johnson ap1 


peared at the door there was a wild 
stampede, but Sapper held the en- 
trance while Johnson, having demol- 
ished the stock in trade with his axe, 
placed Eugene Tltsworth under arrest 
and drove off through the rain. 


Tltsworth made his escape 
from 


Jail, but Johnson took up tho pursuit 
again, and caught him after a long 
chase, and tinally landed him in jail 
at Muskogec. 


Then he made a descent unon'Ben 


Tltsworth's drinking and gambling 
haunt at Warner, In a wild bcction 
of the country near Muskogee 
He 


wont alonp this tlnje, into the most 
lawless part of the Territory, and 
single-handed raided Tltsworth's place, 
smashed the fixtures, arrested him, 
and took him a prisoner to Fort 
Smith, 


While in Jail there Ben Tltsworth, 


who was involved In tho conspiracy, 
made the 
acquaintance of a man 


named Putman, and suggested thai 
they should try to uarn the $;i,UOO for 
killing Pussyfoot, 


On his release from 
prlbon Hen 


Tltsworth went back to Pormn, his 
home town, and made a murderous as- 
sault, upon a young man whom he 
charged with having given information 
to Johnson that resulted In his ar- 
rest. 
Johnson went after Titsworlh 


again, alone, and In a furious rough- 
and-tumble tight, took away his revol- 
ver, 
handcuffed him, and then brought 


him a prisoner to Muskogee, 40 miles 
away. 


Patman was waiting near by to as- 


sassinate. Johnson, but his nerve fulled

Tulsa, was shot In tho neck, and ho 
still carries the bullet. 


Then thcro was Randolph W. Car- 


they, qlty marshal at Paul's Valley, 
who waa shot in tho back and killed. 
The murderer was a. fellow named 
Stophenson, whoso place Carthey had 
helped wreck previously. 
The dead 


oltlcor's body lay In state In the little 
Methodist church for two days before 
It was laid away; then the people held 
an indignation meeting in the 'opera 
house, and every bootlegger in the 
district had to lly for his llt'o. 


In tho month of August occurred a 


pitched battle at Sasakwa, Okla., which 
resulted In tho death of two more of 
Johnson's band. 
Between Sasakwa 


and tho Oklahoma border is a strip of 
country Inhabited chiefly by the off- 
spring of Seminoles and 
negroes, 


known as Semlnolo niggers. 
After 


Johnson had shut off the railroad traf- 
He a, band of those men formed an 
express 
wagon 
system, 
carrying 


whisky over the country. 


Securing the aid of several city mar- 


shals, Johnson set out upon a itgular 
campaign. Ho sent Harvey Do Hart 
from Thrace with an armed posso to 
lie In wait along the route, and three 
prisoners were brought in, together 
with 25 gallons of whisky and a team 
of horses. The liquor was destroyed, 
and tho horses were confiscated and 
sold. 


Soon afterward John Morrison, who 


divided his time as Johnson's deputy 
and as village marshal for Sasakwa," 
received news ot a gang near the 
settlement, which was said to have 
robbed n post olllce safe. 
Ho sot out 


In pursuit of them, and, on the way, 
encountered another officer, Tho two 
men decided to wait in ambush until 
tho negroes returned, as it was evi- 
dent thai thoy wore on the way to 
Violet, a town just across the Okla- 
homa line, and would return with 
liquor. 
On their return tho two offi- 


cers stopped Into the road and or- 
dered tho men to halt, 
Tho negroes 


whipped up their team, and ono of 
thorn, swinging round, shot Morrison, 
killing him instantly. 


As BOOH as this news became known 


u posse was formed and sot uut in 
pursuit 
A regular battle followed, 


resulting In the death of L, P. IJixon 
of Shawnoe, and of n bootlegger 
Finally tho gang was rounded up auO 
the loaders wore captured and placet: 
in Jail. 


It was in the town of Chelsea thai 


tho rufllanB nearly got Johnson. 
He 


had entered tho "Joint" of a man 
named Edmondson with Deputy Lc-we 
but, as the crowd was very threaten 
ing in Its domeanor, he loft Lowe out- 
side to hold tho door, and wont into 
tho ban com alonu, In his customary 
manner. Ho smashed tho liquor and 


Ir. 
tho 
accompanying 
photograph, 


which shows the ruffian and Lewis 
side by side just after the arrest had 
been mado. Several of Lewis friends 
came up, but they were afraid of 
shooting for fear of hitting Lewis. 
Whllo thoy hesitated the bootlegger 
felled Lewis to the ground and thrust 
his dagger tju-ough his throat. Before 
he could Inflict further Injury the man 
was caught and pinioned. The dagger 
had pierced tho larynx, but subse- 
quently 
Lewis 
made 
a 
recovery, 


hough he lost the use of his voice 
permanently. 


That Johnson won the admiration 


and affection of his men Is shown 
Irom the fact that his deputies found 
time, in the (thick of lighting, to sur- 
prise him with tho gift of a magnifi- 
cent gold watch. 


"The chaao of a chipmunk," said 


Johnson to them, "may be sport in a 
small way. 
The pursuit ot a bear or 


tiger is still higher game, but the 


hunting down of armed ana wily crim- 
inals, who prey upon the laws of our 
country—the men who make their liv- 
ing in crime and in preying upon the 
appetites and passions of their fellow- 
men, Is sport of the highest possible 
order." 


Thus far, then, in spite of numerous 


murders, tho outlaws had failed to 
murder Johnson, 
Now thoy set about 


their endeavor In a moro systematic 
manner. 
A price of $3,000 was placed 


on Johnson's head. 


"That was tho time," ho aaya, "when 


I did not expect to got through. 
It 


lasted for six months. 
Of course 1 


was shot at somo, but 1 used always 
to sit on the last seat In the rail- 
way cars, so that I had everybody In 
front of mo, and in the restaurants I 
always got Into a corner with my 
back against the wall, When I was 
in tho stroot, if I heard anyone be- 
hind me—well, I Just lined up against 
tho wall till he had passed, keeping 
a mighty close eye on him tha while." 


Tha leading spirit and Initiator of 


the 'plan to get Johnson by tho offer 
of tho big reward was a man named 
J. D. Lincoln, 
Ho had been a bioek- 


' 
at tho little town of Uyars, 


noar Pauls Valley, and had run a 
"blind tiger" there, which Johnton hud 
put out of business. 
Lincoln, who 


was a groat, brooding, silent man, unl- 
vorBally shunned on account of his 
moroseness, conceivoct n violent hatred 
for Johnson after the smashing ol bis 
shoboon. 
In his. distorted brain he 


evolved tho scheme for getting a man 
to malte sure.of putting Johnson out 
ot the way. 
Ho put his suggestion 


beforo n number of bootleggers a\| 
through the country by lettor, boldly 
detailing his plans and asking (or 
financial assistance. Several of thorn 
were bollevotl to have compiled,'for 


him. 


Ben Tltsworth broke Jail and re- 


turned again to his olu haunts near 
Porum, where on the occasion of a 
Fourth of July picnic, he again de- 
lied the law by setting up a bar 
whore ho dispensed "spiked elder." 
Hearing of this Sapper and Sam Rob- 
erts went down to raid the place. In 
the ensuing scuttle Patman shot Kob- 
erts, killing him Instantly, and bbot 
Sapper through the head, not mor- 
tally, however 


Patman subsequently turned state's 


evidence against the Tltsworlhs, after 
the gang had been hunted down and 
arrested. However, Eugene Tltsworth 
was found not guilty, and the jury 
was hung in tho case of Ben. 
The 


breaking up of this gaug disheartened 
the bootleggers, and no moro attempt 
was made to murder Johnson.

the Lines.

Washington.—American troops will 


go to Kuropo In short order. This is 
the logic of the whole situation and 
every army man, whether an enemy or 
a friend, knows It. It cannot bo a 
secret to anybody except the unsophis- 
ticated civilian. 


If anyone expects to see troops 


raised In June delay their departure 
for Europe until tho following spring, 
expectation will bo disappointed. Our 
troops will receive a large part of tlu'lr 
training just back of the lines both on 
the Kast und West In Europe, for there 
Is no thought that American soldiers 
arc to confine their activities solely 
to the fields In France. 


There are 50,000 American soldiers 


ready today for the final training with- 
in sound of the firing In Europe. Two 
months In such places us (he British 
troops trained for the fight will pre- 
pare at least two American divisions 
for actual conflict. The men compris- 
ing these divisions know all the pre- 
liminary game. 


Men with military knowledge appre- 


ciate the fact that If green troops are 
given a year's training In America be- 
fore being sent to the front, they will 
have overstayed their time by half a 
year. Military lessons learned during 
the present war and In part during pre- 
vious wars, If they an; put to service 
OB they will be, will result In the quick 
dispatch of a small but effective or- 
ganization to the European battlefields, 
added to from time to time by other 
Increments ns they are prepared for 
thu Haul training for battle. 


Would Not Send All at Once. 


No one ought to be led to believe 


that the United States Intends to raise 
a million men and to send them across 
the water all at once, thereby Inviting 
sea disaster on a huge scale and de- 
laying the participation of American 
troops In the buttle game until It miiy 
be too late for them to lie o£ saving 
service.

Washington that these vessels will not 
do their duty up to the handle, and lit- 
tle greater fear that one of them will 
not he able to cope with u submarine 
If It appears above the surface to give 
battle. One of our coast guard ves- 
sels can stand a good many shells 
without going to the bottom unless, of 
course, one of the projectiles shall hit 
n vital place below the water line. 


When It is traveling on the surface 


a submarine uses Its guns, and not Its 
torpedo tubes, which are for service 
under water. 
While the coast guard 


vessel cun stand up after being wound- 
ed, such Is not the cuse with the sub- 
marine, for the U-boat is a frail crea- 
ture and one small projectile well 
placed will do for U. Moreover, slow 
as the cutters ur<; they can make as 
good time as the average submarine 
ran make when traveling on tin; sur- 
face, The speed of a submarine un- 
der the water is four or live knots loss 
than when traveling above It.

ing that ho intended to have his life | 
also.

he killed had no quarrel with him. 


When Johnson learned that ho was

no authority to arrest Lewis. How- 
ever he got two o£ his men to swear 
in deputies and go down to the saloon 
that Lewis had immediately opened, 
and smash It.

Johnson's deputies was Keeler, who 
had helped him to raid the Monte 
Carlo; the other was George Williams.

Three men had now uied as the re- 


sult of Johnson's raid on No Man's 
Land's Monte Carlo.

mediate connection. 


Johnson's activities in the terri- 


tory and his increased powers, which 
took him into practically every state 
west of the Mississippi, had thorough- 
ly alarmed the bootleggers all over 
the country. 
They felt that, until he 


was out of the way, their

would be unprofitable and their lives 
in jeopardy. 
Traps were carefully 


laid, and gangs sought to ambush 
Johnson and his deputies. 


One of the most zealous of these 


was Harry Sanders, who lived near 
McKay,

marked down by the bootleggers on 
account of the zeal with which he had 
helped Johnson in his work. Johnson 
learned that the ruffians were on 
Sanders' track, and specially warned 
him not to show himself outside his 
door unless accompanied by others 
of the deputies.

In" that the gangs were too cowardly 
to attack in daylight, laughed at the 
warning. 


"All the same, mind they don t trlcK 


you." 
Johnson warned him. 


A week or two went by, and Sr-.d- 


nrs begn to think that the bootleg- 
gers had decided to let him alone, for 
he was a handy man with a gun, as 
they all knew. One night, just as he 
was about to go to bed. there was a 
knock at the door.

charmed life, and escaped without a 
scratch. 
On the fourth occasion the conspir- 


ators laid their plans more success- 
fully. 
At dusk one evening Bowman 


was riding toward hia horns near 
Caney, Kan., after a successful raid. 
A report had been spread that the 
bootleggers who were dogging hini 
had left the district, and Bowman was 
off his guard in consequence. Sudden- 
ly a couple of shots rang out. Bow- 
man was unharmed, but his horse fell 
dead beneath him. Being an oVd fron- 
tiersman, he took refuge behind the 
body of the animal and replied with 
his rifle, hoping to scare the cowardly 
ruffians away.

resolved to get him, however, and 
two of the party, moving round among

But snatching up one of the 


billiard cues, he laid about him with 
force cracking half a dozen heads 
and clearing a little space about him. 
At this juncture Lowe managed to 
effect an entrance and knocked up a 
revolver which was thrust into John- 
son's face, in the nick of time. A min- 
ute later Johnson, with his billiard, 
cue, was driving the flock of rowdies 
like sheep before him. 
Within an 


hour of this occurrence news of John- 
son's death was being spread in every 
Oklahoma city. 
"I'll always telephone in when I m 


killed," Johnson explained to an In- 
quiring newspaper reporter. 


In connection with the killing and 


wounding of Johnson's deputies may 
be mentioned the attack on Otner L, 
Lewis, though his death occurred, like 
that of Charley Escalante, one of John- 
son's brave Indian deputies, at a later 
period. 
At Arloe. Mont., Lewis met 


a bootlegger who had recently come 
out o! jail, to which Lewis had con- 
signed him. 
The bootlegger had had 


plenty of time to fill himself with his 
•wn medicine, and instantly attacked 
Lewis with a formidable dagger. Un-

Johnson put the matter in the 


hands of his most trusted deputies— 


has never taken action in the 


:ourts in self-defense—and gave the 
matter no further thought. 


Of all the regions most notorious 


or cold-blooded murder and outlawry 
he palm might have been awarded, 
n 1907, to that section of Oklahoma 
centering about the little town of 
Porum. 
This section was dominated in 1907 


by two young outlaws, named Kugene 
and Ben Titsworth, and their gang 
ntimidated the entire district. John- 
s»n thought this part of the country 
needed cleaning up, and he, took the 
task in hand, accompanied by Dr. E. 
j Sapper, who. besides being his dep- 
uty, was also a United States deputy 
marshal. 
The Titsworths had a "blind tiger' 


and gambling layout in the woods, 
near a railway construction camp at 
McMurray Crossing, 
where the ig- 


norant Italians were constantly fleeced 
of their wages after being made drunk 
on the vilest of spirits. 
Johnson and 


Sapper made a. night raid upon the 
Titsworth haunt, which was being run 
by Eugene. They reached McMurray's 
Crossing at midnight in a raging thun- 
derstorm, and found the place filled 
with drunken men. 
As Johnson ap- 


peared at the door there was a wild 
stampede, but Sapper held the en- 
trance while Johnson, having demol- 
ished the stock in trade with his axe, 
placed Eugene Titsworth under arrest 
and drove off through the rain 


Titsworth made his escape from 


jail but Johnson took up the pursuit 
again and caught him after a long 
chase, and finally landed him in jail 
at Muskogee. 
Then he made a. descent u^on'Ben 


Titsworth's drinking and gambling 
haunt at Warner, in a wild section 
of the country near Muskogee. 
He 


went alone this tiirje, into the most 
lawless part of the Territory, 
single-handed raided Titsworth's place 
smashed the fixtures, arrested him 
and took him a prisoner to Fort 
Smith.

Washington.—American troops will 


go to Europe In short order. This Is 
the logic of the whole situation and 
every army man, whether an enemy or 
a friend, knows it. It cannot be a 
secret to anybody except the unsophis- 
ticated civilian. 


If anyone expects 
to see troops 


raised In June delay their departure 
for Europe until the following spring 
expectation will be disappointed. 
Our 


troops will receive a large part of their 
training just back of the lines both on 
the East and West In Europe, for there 
la no thought that American soldiers 
are to confine their activities solely 
to the fields in France. 
There are 50,000 American soldiers 


ready today for the final training with- 
in sound of the firing In Europe. Two 
months In such places as the Brltlsl 
troops trained for the fight will pre- 
pare at least two American divisions 
for actual conflict. The men compris- 
ing these divisions know all the pre- 
liminary game. 
lien with military knowledge appre- 


ciate the fact that if green troops are 
given a year's training in America be- 
fore being sent to the front, they wil 
have overstayed their time by half a 
year. Military lessons learned durlnj 
the present war and in part during pre 
vlous wars. If they are put to service 
as they will be, will result In the quick 
dispatch of a small -but effective or 
gnnizatlon to the European battlefields, 
added to from time to time by other 
increments as they are prepared for 
the final training for battle.

It has been asked whether or not they 
will be effective against enemy sub- 
marines because the cutters, some of 
which are as ancient as they are hon- 
orable, are not us fast as the "law of 
legging It" on the seas demands in this 
modern day.

In the month OH August occurred a 


pitched battle at Sasakwa, Okla., which 
resulted in the death of two more of 
Johnson's band. 
Between Sasakwa 


and the Oklahoma border is a strip of 
country inhabited chiefly by the off- 
spring 
of Seminoles and negroes, 


known as Seminole niggers. 
After 


Johnson had shut off the railroad traf- 
fic a band of these men formed an 
express 
wagon 
system, 
carrying 


whisky over the country. 


Securing the aid of several city mar- 


shals, Johnson set out upon a regular 
campaign. 
He sent Harvey De Hart 


from Thrace with an armed posse to 
lie in wait along the route, and three 
prisoners were brought in, together 
with 25 gallons of whisky and a team 
of horses. The liquor was destroyed, 
and the horses were confiscated and 
sold. 
Soon afterward John Morrison, who 


divided his time as Johnson's deputy 
and as village marshal for Sasakwa, 
received news of a gang near the 
settlement, which was said to have 
robbed a post office safe. 
He set out 


in pursuit of them, and, on the way, 
encountered another officer. The two 
men decided to wait in ambush until 
the negroes returned, as it was evi- 
dent that they were on the way to 
Violet a town just across the Okla- 
homa line, and would return with 
liquor. 
On their return the two offi- 


cers stepped into the road and or- 
dered the men to halt. 
The negroes 


whipped up their team, and one of 
them, swinging round, shot Morrison, 
killing him instantly. 


As soon as the news became known 


a posse was formed and set out in 
pursuit 
A regular battle followed, 


resulting in the death of L. P. Dixon 
of Shawnee, and of a bootlegger. 
Finally the gang was rounded up and 
the leaders were captured and placed 
in jail. 
' 
It was in the town of Chelsea that 


the ruffians nearly got Johnson. 
He 


had entered the "joint" of a man 
named.Edmondson with Deputy Lowe, 
but, as the crowd was very threaten- 
ing'in its demeanor, he left Lowe .out- 
side to hold the door, and went into 
the barroom alone, in his customary 
manner.

I did not expect to get through.

lasted for six months. Of course I 
was shot at some, but I used always 
to sit on the last seat in the rail- 
way cars, so that I had everybody In 
front of me, and In the restaurants I 
always got into a corner with my 
back against the wall.

Our factories 
are in'good shape, not only to supply 
quickly American needs but allied 
needs." When the men are ready they 
will go and It will not take as long 
to make them ready as some people 
seem to believe.

erally grown as a hay and.feed for 
horses. When used as a hay it Is cut 
In the milk stage shortly after heading 
and cured like.timothy and blue grass, 
Wo think that the hay phase 'of barley* 
this year is very Important because all:

If you do 
put in corn on that land, be careful to 
give your land more than a usual 
proparation. The time is late and we 
will have to bend every energy to 
plant our corn crop.

Dental Floss for Beads. 


Dental floss is the best thing on 


which to string pearl, coral or glass 
beads. The floss may be bought at 
any large drug store for 10 or 12 
cents a spool. To fasten the end neat- 
ly to the clasp, run the floss through 
the end two beads, then through the 
ring on. the clasp and hack through 
the end two beads, knotting between 
tho second and third beads, and then 
cutting. 
This hides the knots. 
Do 


not use a needle in stringing-. If the 
end of the floss is not stiff enough rub 
with beeswax. By knotting the floss 
frequently between the beads only a 
few will drop off if the chain ever

usually affected. Little has been done 
regarding the'r prevention 
of 
rust, 


but. • considerable has ti'een done, in 
tho eradication of smuts. 
Ordinary 


smut can;.be handled with the. for- 
maldehyde treatment 'the same as 
oats, but the loose smut, is hard to 
eradicate unless the modified hot wa- 
ter treatment is used. This is a deli- 
cate proposition 'and should be done 
carefully. Place the barley, in gunny 
sacks and submerge in cold water 
from seven to twelve, hours. Hemova 
and .drain for one hour, then sub- 
merge for five minutes ill' a barrel of 
hot. water, held at a constant temper- 
ature of 130 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
water ought to be thoroughly warmed 
before putting in the barley topcp.use 
it will cool off the water. Boiling wa- 
ter should be kept near 
at 
hand 


which can be added at intervals which 
will keep 
the 
temperature 
nearly 


constant, but should never be allowed 
to come into direct contact with the 
grain as its vitality will be injured or 
destroyed. Be careful that your ther- 
mometer is correct. You!ought to pel 
yours tested at -tlio creamery or the 
cheese factory. 


After 
this" treatment 
the " grain 


should be spread upon the barn floor 
to cool before sowing. It should be 
sown the same day or not la tor than 
the day after treatment, for if you 
don't look out it will swell and start 
to sprout and it will be hard to get 
it through the seeder. 


In the treatment for smut, formal- 


dehyde is the most desirable as it is 
easiest to handle. Smut is not so vpry 
bad in barley this year, which i.s for- 
tunate because if you wish to mnkc 
a profit on a crop you can put it in af- 
ter all other crops are planted, except 
corn and potatoes.

Are You Willing to Serve?

Many agricultural plans are like a 


shy rocket. They make a fuss goins 
up and blow up a few stars and 
descend like the stick. The reason of 
this is because few men can make a 
continued effort. They will get up a 
little scheme but at the first discour- 
agement, their 
energy wanes and 


there is nothing to show for their ac- 
tivity. 


Yet It cannot be said that this sort 


of energy is wasted. Like the over- 
lapping waves of a tide, public opin- 
ion is being formed. Things which 
were ignored when crop improvement 
began its propaganda, are now adopt 
ed as a matter of course. 


Local leadership Is the weakest 


spot in this work. 
Somebody must 


take the initiative but it is not neces- 
sary that one man should undertake 
the whole thing. In every community 
there are bankers, commercial clubs, 
farmers clubs, granges. Institutes, mill- 
ers, grain dealers and public lead- 
ers' of various kinds who can unite 
their efforts on a few specific things 
and after successfully 
tackling one 


problem be strengthened to tackle 
others. 


HORSE LABOR ON FARMS. 


[National Crop Improvsraent Strvlee.l 


On. the grain farm the 
heaviest 


work for* the horses comes in April, 
May and In August, September nnd 
October. The rest ot the time there 
Is practically nothing for the horses 
to do. But enough horses have to be 
kept during the year to take caro of 
the work during .these busy months. 
When averaged up the horse on the 
grain farm only works three hours a 
day. These figures were secured in an 
Investigation by the Minnesota Exper- 
iment Station, under the direction of 
Thomas Cooper, now director of the 
North Dakota Experiment Station. In 
this same Investigation it was found 
that when the crops are diversified, 
the horse labor Is belter distributed. 
There is less work for the horses In 
the seasons that are the busiest on 
the all-grain farm, and there Is work 
or the horses when there Is no work 
for the horses on the all-grain farm. 


MORE BEANS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.] 


A farmer in Hubbard Co., Minn, 


planted twenty .acres of beans from 
which he received 377 bushels, selling 
them in the field for $1,185. This is 
not the highest record. 


The Michigan men and the Coloradc 


men and, in fact, all states are turning 
to beans with a great deal of success. 


There are three main principles to 


be observed In the control of weeds. 
They are: first, preventing the weeds 
from going to seed on the farm; sec- 
ond, preventing the weed seeds being 
brought to the farm, and third, in the 
case of perennials, starving out the un- 
derground parts by preventing them 
from making top- growth.

Experiments Show That It la Bast 


Fitted For New England. Soil.

In the summer of 1912 eight strains 


of so called hardy alfalfa were sown 
in small plots on the college farm. In 
the summer of 1914, after these plots 
had gone through two winters, it was 
seen that one strain, the Grimm, was 
the best und most promising. 
Reports 


of numerous, other tests 'throughout 
New England seemed also to indicate 
the superiority of th« Grimm over the 
common alfalfa for this section of the 
country. 
Accordingly the college se- 


cured six bushels of Grimm seed from 
one of the large growers in Minnesota 
and distributed it to 122 farmers in dif- 
ferent parts of the state who had sig- 
nified their interest in alfalfa growing. 


The pHiu of the. work, which was 


partly a demonstration and partly an 
experiment, was as follows: 


To use a one-quarter acre plot of 


laud, one half of which was to be seed- 
ed with Grimm seed furnished by tho 
college, the other half seeded. with 
common seed furnished by the farmer. 


One-hnlf of the ground seeded to

The average estimated per cent of 


stand of Grimm alfalfa the middle of 
June was 73.G; of common nlfalfa, 70.0. 


These tests Indicate already some dif- 


ference in favor of the Grimm whose 
superiority lies in its characteristic 
spreading or branching root system as 
compared with the usual single tap 
root of the common. Like all hardy 
strains its early growth Is not as largo 
or as rapid us that of the common, but 
its better "staying" qualities which 
have been repeatedly proved have earn- 
ed for it the name "everlasting clover," 
given by Wendeliu Grimm, who orig- 
inated the strain. The only unfavora- 
ble thing about the Grimm seed at 
present is its scarcity and high price. 
Sixty cents per pound Is the usual price 
asked. 


As to the necessity and value of in- 


oculation there seems to.be little doubt. 
In nearly all of the best plots the ef- 
fect of inoculation was very marked, 
•while only in the poorer ones was no 
difference noticeable. Inoculation may 
be accomplished by a careful use of 
'the commercial cultures, like "farmo- 
gerxn," "nitragin" and others, but in 
the opinion of the writer the best nnd 
surest way is to take soil from an al- 
falfa patch where nodules are found 
on the roots and sow five or six bush- 
els of this broadcast as you would fer- 
tilizer and harrow it in, preferably in 
the evening or on a cloudy day. 


Although the effect of .lime alone 


was not as marked as that of iuocula- 
rjoii, the best sections of alfalfa were 
always found where, the ground had 
been both limed and inoculated. 
The 


.lime should -be applied . soon after 
plowing at the rate of one ton per 
acre of burnt lime or two tons per 
acre of "agricultural lime," marl or 
ground limestone. 


The best.stands of alfalfa have beeu 


secured on. .well drained, stony or 
gravelly loam soils with a southern 
exposure. 
Great care must be taken 


to secure a well pulverized but com- 
pact seed bed for alfalfa. .Plenty o/ 
itable manure Is the best fertilizer.

of seed grain. There's no reason why 
(he lanner should not avail hlmsolf 
of the advertising columns of the 
paper as well as tho village merchant. 
Tiy using printer's Ink there arc many 
instances whore tho products of tho 
I'arni might be sold without loss of 
time incidental to taking tho same to 
market and there disposing; of It at a 
price named by tho other ifolilow. 
This is especially true in tho sale of 
blooded stock, as by advertising, buy- 
rrs are attracted from long distances. 
The posting of ill notice on the fence 
corner may have Its virtues, but few 
people have the inclination to got 
out of their automobiles or tie up 
their teams1 to read a poorly written 
ad tacked up on a fence post. 
Tho 


same notice, perhaps at a eost not to 
rxceed 25 cents, might bo placed be- 
fore a thousand farmers who would 
be permitted to read It while spend- 
ing the evening around tho parlor 
table. But advertising is a study in 
which business men have learned but 
the rudiments, so it should not bo ex- 
pected that tho farmer 
will 
have 


taken any advanced grounds in ref- 
erence thereto."—H. C. Retailing of 
National Editorial Association.

This is especially true in the sale of 
blooded stock, as by advertising, buy- 
ers are attracted from long distances. 
The posting of a notice on the fence 
rornpi- may have its virtues, but few 
people have the inclination to get 
out of their automobiles or tie up 
their teams to read a poorly written 
ad tacked up on a fence post, the 
same notice, perhaps at a cost not to 
exceed 25 cents, might be placed be- 
fore a thousand farmers who would 
be permitted to read it while spend- 
ing the evening around the parlor 
table.

"corn" of'holy writ, was used'as a 
bread cereal, but It has practically 
gone out of use, except that Norway 
and Sweden use It In .their • peculiar 
bread disks, which' are about 'the;sine 
and shape of a phonograph record. 


Bnrley in Itself does not make a 


a good bread flour and could be uti- 
lized only by mixing it with .wheat, 
something which the American mill-ler 
considers desecration of his. shrine. II 
has a peculiar flavor and Is'.just as,dif- 
ferent from wheat • bread, as either 
corn or rye. 


But as a 'stock feed, it lias mnny 


merits, As the kernels are too hard foi 
some animals to relish, It may be 
crushed by passing It between rollers. 


If'finely ground, the gluten makos 


a sticky mass as soon as It Is wet, 
and this peculiar property makes It 
difficult to mako-lt Into good 'bread.'Its 
main use In the American kitchen -has 
been to use It as pearled barley In 
soups. It is used some-In breakfast 
food, through' a malting process, .but 
unless we as American people nre on 
the verge of starvation, >we will:ncvor 
use barley aa a regular diet.

Directions for Fighting Pest 
and Preventing the Spread of 
Typhoid and Other Diseases. 


Insects Lay Eggs In Manure, So It 


Should Be Treated to Kill Grubs- 
Powdered Hellebore Is Best When 
Properly Used In Spraying Liquid. 


A safe and effective weapon against 


the- typhoid or house fly has been 
found In powdered hellebore by scien- 
tists of the department of agriculture. 
Flies lay their eggs chiefly in stable

manure. 
lu, 
Powdered hellebore mixed 


with water and sprinkled over the 
manure will destroy the larvae which 
are hatched from the eggs. Since pow- 
dered hellebore is readily obtainable, 
this puts in the hands of everyone a 
remedy for one of the pests that has 
'been found dangerous as well as trou- 
blesome. 
Powdered hellebore, how- 


ever, will not kill adult flies which 
must be swatted or trapped. 


It has long been known that files 


breed in manure but previous methods 
of destroying the larvae there by the 
use of strong chemicals have been 
open to the objection that the treat- 
ment under some conditions lessened 
the fertilizing value of the manure or 
actually injured vegetation. This is 
not true of powdered hellebore. Gov- 
ernment experiments have shown that 
the hellebore Is entirely decomposed 
in the course of the fermentation of 
the manure and that even in excessive 
quantities It does no harm except to 
the larvae It Is intended to destroy. 
Chickens picking in manure treated 
with it suffer no ill effects. 


One-half pound of powdered helle- 


bore mixed with ten gallons of water 
Is sufficient to kill the larvae in eight 
bushels, or ten cubic feet of manure. 
The mixture should be sprinkled care- 
fully over the pile, especial attention 
being paid to the outer edges. In most

The number of baths taken by the 


Japanese at the hot springs, says the 
•lerakl of Asia, and the length of time 
:hey remain lu the water run counter 
;o all western medical opinion regard- 
.rig the utility of hot baths for invalids. 
Five or six times n day for an hour 
or longer at a time would not be con- 
idered an uncommon regime. A smile 
of Incredulity was raised some years 
igo when Professor Chamberlain told 
us of a tiny spa where the bathers 
stayed in the water for n month or 
iiore, with stones on their laps to pre- 
vent them from floating In their sleep. 
Yet I could name another remote little 
spot where a very old man, well ad- 
vanced in his nineties, In fact, has lit- 
erally lived in the shallow warm wa- 
;er of the spring for years, his knees 
and neck supported by a beam, from 
early morn till midnight. 


The high temperature at which the 


baths are taken has excited the wonder 
of many travelers. At Kusatsu, for in- 
stance, that of the chief bath Is 128 de- 
grees Fahrenheit; but such a/ temper- 
ature necessarily Involves special pre- 
cautions before entering the bath, with 
a limit of from three and one-half to 
four minutes' immersion. 
When we 


remember that water at 115 degrees 
Fahrenheit can just be borne by the 
hand but not by the whole body, it is 
possible to'realise the agony of aflllct- 
ed humanity in the Kusatsu baths. 
At the same rime, the Japanese skin 
cannot be so. sensitive as that of the 
European, for (he dully tub is enjoyed 
by the native nt a 'temperature Um/ 
makes tho boldest of us wince. 


places hellebore is obtainable In 100- 
pound lots at a cost of 11 cents a 
pound. 
This makes the cost of the 


treatment a little less than seven- 
tenths of a cent per bushel of manure. 
A liberal estimate of the output of 
manure Is two bushels a day per 
horse. The money Involved is, there- 
fore, trifling in comparison with the 
benefits to the individual and the com- 
munity from the practical elimination 
of the disease-spreading fly. 


Although fresh manure is the fa- 


vorite breeding spot, flies lay their 
eggs in other places as well, such as 
outhouses, refuse piles, etc. In these 
places, from which no manure is taken 
to spread on the fields, considerable 
saving may be effected through the 
substitution of borax for powdered 
hellebore. Applied at the rate of 0.6- 
pounds per eight bushels of manure, 
borax Is as effective as powdered helle- 
bore in killing the larvae but costs 
less than half a cent for each bushel 
of manure treated. 
In larger quan- 


tities. however, or when the manure 
itself is spread at a greater rate than 
15 tons to the ecre, some damage to 
crops may result. 
Large quantities 


of manure are often used by market 
gardeners and1 others, and there is al- 
ways danger of carelessness in apply- 
ing the boras. The use of the more 
expensive but safer hellebore is there- 
fore recommended for the treatment 
of manure. 
Borax is recommended 


for all other , refuse in which flies 
may lay eggs. ;

Begin at once 
with the very first fly that appears. 
Have no mercy on them at all. 


Every year hundreds of women read 


dozens of just such warnings as this 
against the fly, and pay no riore atten- 
tion to them than if they had never 
read a word. Just so long as such 
silly, headstrong women exist will that 
dangerous menace, the house fly, con- 
tinue to thrive. 


If these wornon only could be made 


to realize that no more serious danger 
exists than the house fly perhaps they 
would do their part to eliminate the 
peril. Statistics tell us that for every 
man killed in battle ten are killed by 
the house fly. If each and every one 
of you women would only lend your as- 
sistance in making this a nation-wide 
crusade against the fly there might be 
some hope of wiping out the trail of 
disease which always follows In Its 
wake. 


You have all seen, at some time or 


other, enlarged photographs of the fly, 
with Its tentacles. Beneath the feet 
are soft pads, which catch and carry 
thousands of disease germs. 
Every 


time they settle on food they leave a 
few of those germs behind to endanger 
the health, and even the lives, of those 
who eat the germ-laden food. 


There is really no excuse for the 


woman who rends of the definite dan- 
ger lurking in flies' feet and yet is too 
careless or too lazy to kill them when 
they are flying about food. 


Start at once, for If you let even one 


escape it will be a thousand times mul- 
tiplied in another month. Tour first 
step toward protecting yourself and 
your family from the deadly onslaughts 
of the fly should be having the house 
thoroughly screened. 
Every window 


should have a screen, and you should 
see to it that no one leaves n window 
open without first putting the screen 
In. 


Governor* Ccnferrlnfl With Cour/cll of

Washington, May 4.—At the state 


department on Wednesday Secretary 
Lansing In response to Inquiries said: 


"It may as well be recognized that 


the submarine situation is serious." 


Secretary Lane told the governors 


conferring here with the council of na- 
tional defense on the part state gov- 
ernments will take in the war that the 
federal government had heard 400.000 
tons of shipping had been sunk in the 
last week by German submarines. 


The destruction, Secretary Lane 


said, was not only threatening the ex- 
istence of England and France, but 
was alarming the United States. Stady 
of inventions to combat the submarine 
menace is being diligently pursued in 
the department of the interior, he said. 


The United States must build ships 


as rapidly as possible he said. 


"If we don't fight the war on the 


other side," he said, "we shall have to 
fight It on this side of the Atlantic." 


Secretary Lane declared he believed 


the war would last several years, and 
that every resource of the country 
must be brought into play to bring 
it to a successful conclusion. 


"Germany has put up the greatest 


fight of history, and she has the ad- 
vantage of now fighting a defensive 
warfare. Don't go back home and In- 
spire your people with the thought 
that Immediate action can bring thU 
war to an immediate end. Your people 
must look to this year's crop and next 
year's crop and the next after that. 


"We can't afford to fall In this war. 


Every man In this country is Involved 
In this work, and every man in the 
country is a soldier. The French hope- 
to break do\\ n the morale of the Ger- 
man armies. Our concern is to see to 
It that our own morale rises." 


Besides Secretary Lane, the state 


representatives heard Spcretaries Bak- 
er and Daniels, Adjutant General Mc- 
Cain and Judge Advocate General 
Crowder of the army. Later they were 
received by President Wilson.

One way to control the fly Is to 


catch it in such a trap as is shown 
above. The trap may be placed near 
the garbage can, or. any other place 
where the files are.sure to come. .A 
simple and effective tray may be made 
from a grocery.bos by substituting 
wire netting for the top and two sides, 
cutting a round hole In the bottom and 
Inserting in it a wire netting cone 
with an eighth-inch opening at the 
bottom and a half-inch opening at the 
top. 
Some article of food, preferably 


a fish head, should be placed Inside for 
bait. The trap must be elevated sever- 
al inches above the ground, so as to 
give the flies a chance to enter. When 
the trap is full, It may be emptied by 
shaking its contents, through a small 
opening, ordinarily closed by a sliding 
door. The trap described and shown 
in the Illustration is a particularly ef- 
fective one, as it was planned with a 
view to the fly's habits. The odor of 
food leads' the fly to enter the trap 
at the bottom. Once Inside it is at- 
tracted to the top by the light. When 
it gets out of the wire cone it cannot 
escape. The trap has the additional 
virtue of being inexpensive. It may be 
made at a cost of about 20 cents an<J 
about a half hour's time.

[National Croc Imorovoment Service.] 
In the United States and Canada, 


barley is used as a feed for farm ani- 
mals, less than one-third being used 
for malting. A limited amount is used 
in the preparation of breakfast cereals 
and for pearled barley. "Our farmers 
are learning the value of barley as a 
part ration for dairy cattle an* young 
stock and much more will be used as 
animal food in the future," says Pro- 
fessor R. A. Moore, the greatest bar- 
ley breeder in the world. 


In many states barley is quite gen- 


erally grown as a hay and . feed for 
horses. When used as a hay it is cut 
in the milk stage shortly after heading 
and cured like timothy and blue grass. 
We think that the hay phase of barley 
this year is very important because all: 
acreage that has never been planted 
to other crops or that will need re- 
planting for any reason, could be put 
into barley at a clear profit. 


When the grain is used as a feed, 


It is either fed whole or the kernels 
crushed by passing between rollers. 
If finely ground the gluten therein 
makes a sticky mass as soon at it Is 
brought in contact with moisture and 
it Is not then readily masticated or di- 
gested. Only a limited amount of bar- 
ley is exported from the United States 
and the export consists largely of a 
mixture of varieties as feed.

Next to poor 
seed corn, the corn root worm is tho 
greatest source of loss to corn. Th« 
remedy is the rotation of crops. Never 
grow more than two crops of corn con- 
secutively on the same ground. If you 
had corn root worm bad last year and 
It is too late to put In anything else, 
you had better change to barley. Your 
seedsman can still furnish you with 
some excellent seed barley. If you do 
put in corn on that land, be careful to 
give your land more than a usual 
preparation. The time is late and we 
will have to bend every energy to 
plant our corn crop.

When we say "dry farming we Im- 


mediately begin to think of the west- 
ern plains where the rainfall is de- 
ficient.

When comes along a year like this, 
we think we are terribly abused and 
yet in any of this territory we have 
had more" rain than Western Kansas 
and Nebraska gets any year.

conservation of moisture. 
What is this dry farming? Let us 


take it .up with the clubs and make it 
an institute subject. Let us get our 
best farmers to agree to practice it. 
There is no drought year in the corn 
belt which does not have more moist- 
ure than necessary, .if conserved, to 
raise a crop of corn.

While our farmers need men at 
other times of .the year, these are-the 
two crucial- periods. 
As it is to the.interest of every per- 


son living in this county to produce a 
bumper crop .this year, we must do all 
we can to help the farmer and -per- 
haps the most important thing we-can 
do, is to .find him right help -of the 
right class. 
There are three classes of farm help 


—(1) The regular farm hands who are 
going to be rather scarce. (21 • There 
are, however, a great many men who 
work-in-factories, in wholesale houses, 
drive teams and other occupations 
who could-possibly be spared during 
the rush seasons. It is the duty of the 
commercial clubs and manufacturers 
to make, a list of these men and offer 
them for- detached service when ur- 
gently needed. There is a third class 
of labor which, is very efficient and 
that' is men of affairs who have been 
raised on farms who will volunteor 
to-help the farmers out during the 
rush. This is the greatest work our 
business men can accept to show their 
patriotism at this time. 


A Report on Rotation of Crops. 


[National Crop lm»rov»n«nt S«rvlce.l 


The tenth annual report 
of 
tne 


North Dakota Demonstration Farms 
is ready for distribution. The crops 
are rotated on these farms. The re- 
sults Indicate that a rotation of crops 
pays. The average wheat yield was 
29% bushels. This wheat was in most 
cases followed by corn that had been 
manured. Oats 58% bushels, barley 
37V>, rye 21%; alfalfa 2% tons per 
acre. The rotation practiced on each 
farm is given in the report as well as 
a detailed account of just how each 
field was handled. 


BARLEY NEXT TO CORN. 


[National Croo Improvement Sirvlce.) 


Barley has a feeding value next to 


corn. 
Indeed some feeders place it 


ahead of corn for pig food and at the 
present prices, barley will make as 
much and more profit than wheat. The 
wheat crop has now "gone to the 
jury." We cannot do much more about 
wheat but we have two or three weeks 
yet in order to put all of our acreage 
remaining into barley. 
Barley is more profitable than oats. 


In fact, "very few farmers make any 
money out of oats under the best cir- 
cumstances--and very few barley far- 
mers.--ever- lose money 
on -.barley. 


T-Kere^s always the fascination of get- 
tihg-v'a;.-fancy price for fancy barley, 
and ^although less than one per cent 
of all grains are used for malting pur- 
poses, the additional price which it 
gives to barley over oats always 
makes money for the farmers. While 
perhaps one per cent of the prain 
crop Is used in brewing, the lo.=s of 
feed value is much smaller beoan.se 
fully one half goes back to dairy far- 
mers in the form of dried grains and 
other by-products, which for feed pur- 
poses is among the best available.

BARLEY NOT A HUMAN FOOD 


As a Bread Cereal It Is Little Used, 


As An Animal Food It Is of 


Great Value.

For many centuries barley, the 


"corn" of holy writ, was used as a 
bread cereal, but it has practically 


ffone out of use, except that Norway 
and Sweden use it in their peculiar 
bread disks, which are about the size 
and shape of a phonograph record. 


Barley in itself does not make a 


a good bread flour and could be uti- 
lized only by mixing it with .wheat, 
something which the American -miller 
considers desecration of his. shrine. It 
has a peculiar flavor and is just as dif- 
ferent from wheat bread, as either 
corn or rye. 


But as a stock feed, it has many 


merits As the kernels are too hard for 
some animals to relish, it may. • be 
crushed by passing it between rollers. 


If finely ground, the gluten makes 


a sticky mass as soon as it is wet, 
and this peculiar property makes it 
difficult to make it into good 'bread.-Its 
main use in the American kitchen has 
been to use it as pearled barley in 
soups 
It is used some in breakfast 


food through a malting process;-but 
unless we as American people are-on 
the verge of starvation, we ^will never 
use barley as a regular diet.

In 
other'words, we hope that they will.

PREVEWTING ''RUST AND" STRUTS. 


[National Crop iraprovcmtiit StnrlJ£.;i 


Barley is comparatively free from 


diseases and insect enemies. It Is, 
however, affected with rust and smut, 
but not to the extent that oats are 
usually affected. Little has been done 
regarding 
the - prevention 
of rust, 


but 
considerable has been done in 


the eradication of smuts. 
Ordinary 


smut can be handled with the for- 
maldehyde treatment the same as 
oats, but the loose smut is hard to 
eradicate unless the modified hot wa- 
ter treatment Is used. This is a deli- 
cate proposition and should be done 
carefully. Place the barley in gunny 
sacks and submerge in cold water 
from seven to twelve, hours. Remove 
and drain for one hour, then sub- 
merge for five minutes in- a barrel of 
hot water, held at a constant temppr- 
ature of 130 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
water ought to be thoroughly warned 
before putting in the barley bpccuse 
it will cool off the water. Boiling wa- 
ter should be kept near 
at 
hand 


which can be added at intervals which 
will keep the temperature 
nearly 


constant, but should never be allowed 
to come into direct contact with the 
grain as its vitality will be injured or 
destroyed. Be careful that your thor- 
mometer is correct. You ought to ret 
yours tested at tho creamery or the 
cheese factory. 


After 
this' treatment 
the 
grain 


should be spread upon the barn floor 
to cool before sowing. It should be 
sown the same day or not later than 
the day after treatment, for if you 
don't look out it will swell and start 
to sprout and it will be hard to get 
it through the seeder. 


In the treatment for smut, formal- 


dehyde is the most desirable as it is 
easiest to handle. Smut is not so very 
bad in barley this year, which is for- 
tunate because if you wish to make 
a profit on a crop you can put it in af- 
ter all other crops are planted, except 
corn and potatoes.

GRIMM ALFALFA. 


Experiments Show That It l« Beit 


Fitted For New England Soil. 


[Prepared by New Hampshire experiment 
elation.] 


In the summer of 1912 eight strains 


of so called hardy alfalfa -were sown 
In small plots on the college farm. In 
the summer of 1914, after these plots 
had gone through two winters, it was 
seen that one strain, the Grimm, was 
the best and most promising. Reports 
of numerous other tests throughout 
New England seemed also to indicate 
the superiority of the Grimm over the 
common alfalfa for fhis section of the 
country. 
Accordingly the college se- 


cured six bushels of Grimm seed from 
one of the large growers in Minnesota 
and distributed it to 122 farmers in dif- 
ferent parts of the state who had sig- 
nified their interest in alfalfa growing-. 


The plan of the work, which was 


partly a demonstration and partly an 
experiment, was as follows: 


To use a one-quarter acre plot of 


land, one half of which was to be seed- 
ed with Grimm seed furnished by tho 
college, the other half seeded with 
common seed furnished by the farmer. 


One-half of the ground seeded to

HORSE LABOR ON FARMS. 


[National Crop improvement Strvlcft.l 


On. the grain farm the 
hcavirst 


work for the horses comes in April. 
May and in August, September ar.d 
October. The rest of the time thr-rp 
is practically nothing for the horses 
to do. But enough horses have to be 
kept during the year to take carp of 
the work during these busy mnnths. 
When averaged up the horse on the 
grain farm only works three hours a 
day. These figures were secured in an 
investigation by the Minnesota Exper- 
iment Station, under the direction of 
Thomas Cooper, now director of the 
North Dakota Experiment Station. In 
this same investigation It was found 
that when the crops are diversified, 
the horse labor is better distributed. 
There is less work for the horses in 
the seasons that are the bus'est. on 
the all-grain farm, and there is work 
or the horses when there is no work 
for the horses on the all-grain farm. 


MORE BEANS.

A farmer in Hubbard Co., Minn, 


planted twenty acres of beans from 
which he received 377 bushels, spiling 
them in the field for 51,185. This Is 
not the highest record. 


The Michigan men and the Coloradc 


men and, in fact, all states are turning 
to beans with a great deal of success. 


There are three main principles to 


be observed in the control of weeds. 
They are: first, preventing the weeds 
from going to seed on the farm; sec- 
ond, preventing the weed seeds being 
brought to the farm, and third, in the 
case of perennials, starving out the un- 
derground parts by preventing them 
from making top growth.

The average estimated per cent ot 


stand of Grimm alfalfa the middle of 
June was 73.G; of common alfalfa, 70.0. 


These tests indicate already some dif- 


ference in favor of the Grimm whoso 
superiority lies in its characteristic 
spreading or branching root system as 
compared with the usual single tap 
root of the common. Like all hardy 
strains its early growth is not ns largo 
or as rapid -as that of the common, but 
its better "staying" qualities which 
have been repeatedly proved have earn- 
ed for It the name "everlasting clover," 
given by Wendelin Grimm, who orig- 
inated the strain. The only unfavora- 
ble thing about the Grimm seed at 
present is its scarcity and high price. 
Sixty cents per pound is the usual price 
asked. 
As to the necessity and value of in- 


oculation there seeins to be little doubt. 
In nearly all of the best plots the ef- 
fect of inoculation was very marked, 
•while only iu tlie poorer ones was no 
difference noticeable. Inoculation may 
be accomplished by a careful use of 
the commercial cultures, like "farmo- 
germ," "nitragiu" and others, but in 
the opinion of the writer the best and 
surest way is to take soil from an al- 
falfa patch where nodules are found 
on the roots and sow five or sis bush- 
els of this broadcast as you would fer- 
tilizer and harrow it in, preferably in 
the evening or 011 a cloudy day. 


Although the effect of lime alone 


•was not as marked as that of inocula- 
rjon, the best sections of alfalfa were 
always found where the ground had 
been both limed and inoculated. 
The 


lime should be applied soon after 
plowing at the rate of one ton per 
acre of DurDt lime or two tous per 
acre of "agricultural lime," marl or 
ground limestone. 


The best stands of alfalfa have been 


secured on well drained, stony or 
gravelly loam soils with a southern 
exposure. Oreat care must be taken 
to secure « well pulverized but com- 
pact seed bed for alfalfa.

Madison — Swollen war profits on 


the necessities of life—milk, potatoes, 
.meats, coal, and the other commodi- 
ties used in every household—will not 
'be tolerated in tlio state of Wiscon- 
sin.In brief, the foregoing was tho state- 
ment of Attorney General Walter C. 
Owen to a gathering of newspaper 
men in his office. 


The attorney general lias tho back- 


ing of Gov. E. L. Philipp, members of 
the legislature and tho council o£ de- 
fense, machinery of state being ready 
for use to squelch any attempt at price 
fixing by agreement. 
Mr. Owen will 


set in motion all the power of his of- 
fice and other agencies of government 
'to protect tho people against unrea- 
sonable prices based upon war condi- 
tions. 


If it is found that his department 


meeds more authority than provided in 
existing 
statutes, 
tho 
legislature 


stands ready to furnish this authority, 
according to officials here. 


Although Mr. Owen made no state- 


ment for publication with respect to 
details of price fixing in violation of 
law, it is known that evidence on this 
subject is on file here ni>d an effort 
is being made to obtain additional evi- 
dence. 


The case of milk producers and deal- 


ers in and near Madison entering into 
an agreement to boost tho price of 
milk to 10 cents por quart has been 
brought to the attention of tho at- 
torney general, who will demand that 
the persons who entered into this ver- 
bal understanding recede from their 
position. 


The price of milk shall bo fixed by 


individuals engaged in tho business 
rather than by any organization or 
any group of producers or dealers, it 
Is contended. 


Investigators in tho attorney gen- 


eral's department are- satisfied that an 
attempt is being made in other sec- 
tions of the state to fix tho price o£ 
milk by agreement, and Mr. Owen is 
prepared to put an end to this practice. 


Relative to the question of food- 


stuffs, the s(ate has launched a pro- 
gram built on two central thoughts. 
The first is to 'increase tho production 
of foodstuffs, and the second is to pro- 
tect Uie public against unreasonable 
jrices. 
Authorities here say that 


there is a sympathetic tone to tho 
market. When prices soar in one di- 
rection, the market seems to 'strike 
a law of average and everything goes 
up. 


Attorney General Owen and others 


in Madison, who have studied condi- 
tions, believe that if the state, without 
fear or favor, recognizes legitimate 
profits, but deals firmly with prices 
based upon manipulation or secret 
agreements, that tho law ot average 
may bring about moro reasonable 
prices.

Powdered hellebore mixed 


with water and sprinkled over the 
manure will destroy the larvae which 
are hutched from tho eggs. Since pow- 
dered hellebore Is reudily obtainable, 
this puts In tho bunds of everyone n 
remedy for one of the pests thnt 1mb 
been found dangerous ns well ns trou- 
blesome. 
Powdered hellebore, how- 


ever, will not kill adult flies which 
must be swatted or trapped. 


It hus long been known that flics 


breed In manure but previous methods 
of destroying the lunae Hicrc by the 
use of strong chemicals huve been 
open to the objection thnt the treat- 
ment under sonic conditions lessened 
Hie fprllll/.lng value of the manure or 
actually injured vegetation. This Is 
not trui) of powdered hellebore.

Scientists who huve been working 


for years to eliminate the fly ure con- 
vinced thut the use of one or the othei 
or these simple, measures >4 i. public 
duly wherever niunure and refuse ex- 
st. Sunilurinns, however, slrongly ad- 
vise the removal of refuse heaps or 
other unnecessary rubbish or breeding 
places for flics. In breeding places 
which cannot be thus disposed of— 
such us manure or stables — tho dully 
use of powdered hellebore will kcei 
tho flies from breeding In these fa 
vorlte breeding grounds. Tho best re- 
sults are obtainable In a community 
whore everyono cleans up his preru 
Iscs, traps or Mils the llles, and sys 
tcmatleully treats the manure and oth 
cr breeding places with powderei 
hellebore.

When 
tho trap Is full, It may be emptied by 
slinking Its contents through a small 
opening, ordinarily closed by a sliding

In the Illustration is n particularly ef- 
fective one, us It wns planned with a 
view to the fly's habits. Tho odor of 
food leads' the fly to enter the trap 
nt the bottom. Once Inside it IB at- 
tracted to the top by the light. When 
It gets out of tho wire cone It cannot 
escape. The trap has the additional 
virtue of being Inexpensive. It may be 
made at a cost of about 20 cents an* 
ubout n half hour's time.

One way to control the fly Is to 


catch it in such a trap as is shown 
above. 
The trap may be placed near 


the garbage can, or any other place 
where the flies are sure to come. A 
simple and effective tray may be made 
from a grocery box by substituting 
wire netting for the top and two sides, 
cutting a round hole in the bottom and 
inserting in it a wire netting cone 
with an eighth-Inch opening at the 
bottom and a half-Inch opening at the 
top. Some article of food, preferably 
a lish head, should be placed inside for 
bait. The trap must be elevated sever- 
al inches above the ground, so as to 
give the flies a chance to enter. When 
the trap is full, it may be emptied by 
shaking its contents through u small 
opening, ordinarily closed by a sliding 
door. The trap described and shown 
in the illustration is a particularly ef- 
fective one, as it was planned with n 
view to the fly's habits. The odor of 
food leads' the fly to enter the trap 
at the bottom. Once inside It Is at- 
tracted to the top by the light,
